Five TV sets are on (to suitably la- 
press yogi) with five different programmes, and the sound 
off. Melody is trying to sell the American aystea of 
Production and Consuaptlon and the virtues of TV to him. 
She thinks the yogi on TV would help the Hew Frontier. 

She herself had got a citation from the president for 
helping the Hew Frontier farmers with her vegetarian 
advertising. 

Xogl says all people's customs and beliefs are interest¬ 
ing and he is uncertain about influencing people one my 
or the other through the mass aedia. Enter Cuthbert, 
Spinner, Snidgey and Run Lung. (Melody considers beatniks 
good advertising copy.) 

Spinner still won't sell a painting to Wun Lung who badly 
wants one for his Chinese Vegetarian Restaurant. Run 
Lung declares dan fogs is Chan, so yogi sings> THERE 
AHE LIGHT FOKMS OF YOGA ARID THE EIGHTH lb JAM OK 2 EM / 

1M SANSCRIT JAM, IN CHINESE CLAM, IN JAPANESE ZEN. 

Melody's office before aornin meeting of heads of de¬ 
partments. Bill walks in with new lettering for LONG 
LIFE RESTAURANTS and Melody crayons in YOGA for it to 
read LONG LIFE YOGA RESTAURANTS since she has persuaded 
the principals it's s better deal. This sets Bill off. 



She is a monomaniac. Why can't we have a neat account? 
Even the yogi oaya, when in Pome do as the Kosana do 
(or as they say in India, when you are in a country where 
they eat rattlesnakes, you should have the beet part of 
then), and people in Aaerica, Cherokee to Puritan, have 
always loved their neat* Bill adds the yogi will never 
appear on TV to advertise anything. 

"You just wait and see," Melody replies, and sings 
SVEVIKO IN MANHATTAN. Bill realizes it is her intention 
to ’’seduce" yogi with her charms and Manhattan night 
life, including the beatnik, which she is learning fast 
fron Saldgey, Spinner and Wun lung* tie threatens to 
resign fron Acne Agency and is calned down by Melody. 

"Combo" of hucksters walk in to bat around the aorning's 
ideas, the first sings 'copy* for promoting summer 
squashes and the latest erase In Long Life Restaurants 
- squash-dogs. Song: SQUAUH-DOQ OR HOT—PCX!. He even 
has thought up a new angle - SQUASHTHERAPY. Advertising 
cliches like 'important new advance* and positive think¬ 
ing* are parodied. 

2nd huckster delivers new sell for Parker's Llttls 
Livsr Pill. Song: PARKER'S LITTLE LIVER PILL. 

3rd huckster sings out ideas for LYDIA E. BINEUM'S 
VEGETABLE COMPOUND. Pore parodies of advertising cliches 
"to get a Caael I'd walk s aile, " "are you devitalized, 
a balding Pete?" "tired blood,""grow new hair," "The 
pill within the pill" - and some of then are verbatim 
from current TV commercials.

But 3rd huckster has stolen some ideas from previous one 
and they quarrel over it. 

Outdoor section of Pete’s Tavern, Graeercy Park. Cuth- 
bert is expecting Spinner and Saidgey and he sings WHO 
IS THIS DAMMED MISS McGEE. Spinner arrives in a terrible 
teaper, carrying her usual painting. She is raving that 
Saidgey is a ’square* and she can’t even get turned on in 
her own pad without hia interference. And he won’t give 
her a look at Fire Island where the beatniks have their 
midnight, "state of Nature" weddings - The Weddings of 
the Sea. Saidgey protests they don’t have the "bread" 

(money). Cuthbert seias the opportunity to ingratiate 
hiaself with Saidgey and Spinner. Very cleverly he makes 
Spinner part with her painting for ninety dollars. 

It downs on Spinner and Saidgey they can now afford a 
Wedding of the Sea on Fire Island and they are ecstatic. 
Grateful Saidgey offers to introduce Cuthbert to the , 

Candy Club - the hipster hang-out, for initiates only - 
and he teaches hia the "Password Wail" and VThe 'Wood- 
sawers Handshake". Cuthbert’a plan to get at Yogi and Melody 
through these two has paid off. The yogi and Melody will 
certainly be at this orgiastic Wedding of the Sea and ha 
will make use of this fact to destroy the public's image 
of Melody, 

Songs: IIKE ISLAND, sung by Spinner, and a few bari of 
FOURTH OF JULY, eting by Cuthbert as he exits. Spinner 
has chosen that date for the wedding.

Intermediate scene. Cuthbert tells President of Chicago 
Meat Packers he'll have the photogs and reporters on Fire 
Island, the Fourth of July. That will ruin Melody and, 
if she doesn't go to India, they could land the seat ac¬ 
count on her that she has previously spurned. Both link 
arms and sing WHO IS THIS pAKHLD KISS KcQEE? 

Candy Cluh. Togi, Melody, Cuthbert, Spinner end Smidgey 
give password wail etc. They meet other hipaters - Space 
Machine, Beanpole, Jeeter and the yogi astonishes every¬ 
body by doing the Flip which is a xcgafcat variation of 
the Twist. This is yogi's scens and he will be given 
more prominence than in present draft. He is getting 
"Americanized" and usee Americanisms to devastating effect 
which contrasts most entertainingly with his previous 
Indianisms. Bill sings SOMEDAY I WILL FIND HER. Wun 
Lung is hurt that Spinner has sold Cuthbert a painting 
when he had a previous claim. Spinner reluctantly sells 
him the one she is carrying and, now, she has plenty of 
"bread" for the Wedding of the Sea. Reprises THERE ARE 
EIGHT FORMS OF YOGA AND THE EIGHTH IS CHAN OR ZEN. 

Dance routine with sen-hip actions from archery, fencing, 
riding etc., with dancoro finally assuming sen-hip atti¬ 
tudes of "Bliss", or being blasted", or "zonked". Yogi 
is reminded that the Wedding of the Sea is on July 4 which 
is also the day be should make up his mind about appear¬ 
ance on TV - which has him worried.

Scene 10: Yogi's garden. Jealous Princess Sesaae is reassured in 

respect to Melody by Bill. He is startled by roar of 
lion which yogi is training to be vegetarian for Melody. 

He sings SOMEDAY 1 WILL FIND HER. 

Yogi, Cuthbert and Melody enter after evening in the 
theatre. Cuthbert. too, is frightened by roar of lion. 
Yogi in fey mood puts Melody through her yoga eatechisa 
with disciples in house accelerating their yoga excer- 
cises and Melody singing PROFESSOR ALBERT EINSTEIN / HIS 
QSEAT MIND WAS SO SERPENTINE. Yogi accompanies her with 
veena and Indian drums. She next proceeds to toot her 
charms on yogi. Song: YOUR YO-YO-YOGI EYES ARE CHARMING. 

Alternative ending to this scene. After foregoing events. 
Yogi falls aslssp in garden for dream sequence. Various 
birds, rather bedraggled through minimal exposure to ato¬ 
mic blast, enter with their characteristic bird cries.

Scene 11: Basin Street Night Club. Yogi in tuxedo and hie largest 

turban (their aims has been increaeing with each scene) 
is haring the time of hia life and downing whiskies at a 
terrific pace. 

He makes a small speech at the microphone, which is full 
of Americanisms, and sings a Portuguese-Indian eong, which 
is a bails. The bails seems to me, rhythmically, a more 
appealing form than calypso and likely to be more popular. 
("If you really lore me darling buy me a motor car / 

Papa then will think my darling 0 how rich you are.... 
leaping through the window darling showing me a diamond 
ring/ If you really lore me darling try and let me in.") 
Melody is on the make for yogi. Jealous Sesame and Bill 
rush out of club. Bill rowing he will quit Acme Agency. 

Scene 12: Submay car with yogi. Melody, Cutbbert, returning home 

after night club. The yogi ia high on whiskey sours, 
lie feels drmway. "Goddam," he says and drops off to 
sleep in lotus position wishing he were in Bombay thus 
leritating the whole train to India . Indian crowds 


surge around 
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are strange costumes in the U.N. today,” be says, "and 
let's respect India's national costume as much as we 
respect her flag or our own babies diapers," 

Bleating of the goat outside. "Pardon me, your honor, 
that's ay goat and he doesn't like to be separated from 
me." Sin s THE GOAT SONG. "Is he an Indian also?" 
asks Judge. "Tea." So goat is tethered next to yogi. 

Roaring of lion outside, "that's that!" "Don’t be afraid, 
that's ay lion, and he is purely vegetarian." Pandemonium 
in court. Court recessed ao that yogi can take his latest 
vegetarian convert home. Lights dim and come up again. 

Togi explains he was levitating to the Gobi Deaert and 
landed in New York by getting his excercises mixed up. 
"Levitating?" thunders the presiding judge. "Yes, like 
this," replies yogi and shoots up off the floor. He 
goes on to explain that many a mickle makes a muckle, 
or, small drops of water add up to a floodv as they say 
in Hindustani and, thus, the small error of landing in 
New York added up to the bigger error of falling asleep 
in the subway wishing he were in Bombay, after several 
large tots of Kentucky bourbon. "No wonder 1 am known 
as The Wayward Yogi in India," he declares. "Iou see," 
he carries on, "I wasn't sure I cared to appear on your 
TV in the morning although 1 waa going to a nice beatnik 
wedding in the evening." 
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"What’s wrong with American TV?" thunders judge. "1 guess 
your honor owns a few TV shares and I don't mind that" 
yogi replies. "But I am a different sort of man and, 
for ae, the question has a moral implication. If I 
believed in TV which puts pictures and ideas into peopled' 
minds, I would be doing it myself simply with my mind 
and fill the whole world with pictures and ideas without 
moving from this room - through chitta or mindestuff!" 

"And that would seem wrong to ae since everything must 
evolve at its own pace and I do not wish to tamper with 
the natural order.” ".hat rot, what rot," mumbles judge, 
in another minute I suppose you'll be saying you can 
command your yogi friende to invade America?" Yogi 
crosses arms and glares at judge Cor prosecuting Attorney 
as the case must be in America.) Three yogis descend 
from ceiling. Consternation. 

Going back to stealing the train, yogi says, he had 
levitated it, and that wasn't the same as stealing. «ith 
one's mind one may covet another man's wife and, for that 
matter, even a subway train, but that wouldn't be stealing 
them in the eyes of the law.

They will marry, 
running Asms as a general agency, and they will bring 
up their children as meat and potato wallahs, just like 
the President, ohe promotes him to President of Aeme 
with herself aa vice-president. "After all you are the 
man with the ideas!" Cuthbert is tottering around with 
a hurricane lamp. He la going to India with yogi though 
now he is not quite sure whether it is pasta and Florida 
tomato paste or kerosene lamps and solar energy stovee 
be ie going to promote. Spinner and Smidgey emerge from 
the sea covered in seaweed and sing FIKE ISLAND to the 
accompaniment of the Beatniks who are similarly attired. 
iSven yogi, Melody and Bill are dressed in symbolic nudity, 
agy, seaweed or sea-shells. The dances are orgiastic and 
the Yogi easily setts the pace since these very dances 
and the Wedding of the Baa are themes of Indian tempi# 
sculpture and Hindu practices.
